THE STRIKE SPR&ADIXG. 


The strike which began on tho Bur- 


lington 
three weeks ago has finally 


reached tho Santa Fe road. On Thurs- 
day afternoon at four o'clock over live 
hundred engineers and firemen quit their 
eogines. The entire moin line of the 
Santa Fe is now at a standstill, save the 
passenger trains, "A stretch of terri 
to/y from St. Paul on the north to 1S1 
Paso on the south—practically tho whole 
breadth of tbe United States—is now in- 
volved in the struggle that started be- 
tween tho Burlington company and its 
employes." 


Thie strike seems to bo ns mysterious 


as it was .sudden. 
Tho Santo tfe had 


not been handling Burlington freights. 
It had no dispute with its employes. 
The load had faithfully kept every agree- 
ment made with the Brotherhood. 
The 


strike is made tne more inexplicable than 
ever beohusb there is an agreement be- 
tween the company and its employes th&1 


thirty days notice shall be given whea a 
conference is neodud to settle any griev- 
ance which tbo msD havo against tbo 
road. 


No speculations can bo made as to 


hnw long tbo Santa Fe strike will last. 
It is a hard road for iho engineers and 
firemen to bulldoze. It has surmounted 
almost matchloes obstacles m its won- 
derful career. Its astonishing success has 
been undo because it bad bruins and 
courage behind :t. Mr, Strong is cot a 
wan to be dismayed or frightened by a 
strike. He has surmounted greater ob- 
stacles than a strike, and will do it 
again. But he is a just man, and fair in 
all thin,";.- 
If tho employes oC his sys- 


tem have any complaint against tht» 
company which is founded on reason, 
Mr. Strong will settle it righteously. 
Bnt if tho employes have strnok without 
cause, the company will get tho best of 
it. 


\Ye have to admire the courage of 


those Illinois democrats who got to- 
gether the other day and filed a lien upon 
the electoral vote of that state.
